his p o sitio n, his calling and bis du ty . 
To this end he sho u ld be intelligent, 
fearless, energetic and reliablq , a 
man in the p ro p er sense'o f the wo rd. 
No w, while it is tru e that many 
men o f limited scho lastic edu catio n, 
hav e climbed the ladder o f fame, we 
believ e the mo dern ru le, which re­ 
q u ires the candidate fo r admissio n 
to o u r ho no rable p ro fessio n, sho u ld 
hav e in scho lastic training laid a 
bro ader fo u ndatio n fo r a su ccessfu l 
career and that he sho u ld satisfy 
the co u rt that he p o ssesses mo ral 
fitness which sho u ld entitle him to 
admissio n to p articip ate in the ad­ 
ministratio n }>f right 
and 
Ju stice 
amo ng men. 
The Lee Co u nty Bar

In the dep artu re o f William Barge 
we lo st o ne o f the greatest lawy ers 
o f o u r land, a lawy er who sco res o f

We believ e the

req u isite is a real, u nchangeable, u n­ 
dy ing desire to be accep table to man 
and to Go d. Fo r the acq u isitio n o f 
kno wledge we su ggest

and u ntiring energy . Fo r p ro fessio n­ 
al ethics we su ggest that in the first 
instance we sho u ld co nsu lt o u r o wn 
co nsciences and, if co nscience is no t 
su fficient, then let u s assist it with 
su ggestio ns which are the resu lt o f 
meditatio n, ex p erience 
and refine­ 
ment. 
i t>*>Hev e the no tices sent o u t su g­ 
gest tha t y o u r chairman wo u ld o n 
.u is o ccasio n deliv er a general dis­ 
co u rse o n legal ethics. 
We realize 
we are no t endo wed with o riginal 


co ncep tio n, v ersatility o r beau tifu l 
ex p ressio n. 
Therefo re, natu rally we 
drift to ru les which hav e been estab­ 
lished. The Natio nal Bar Asso ciatio n 
has ado p ted a co mp rehensiv e gu ide 
o n the su bject o f p ro fessio nal ethics. 
The State Bar Asso ciatio n has ado p t­ 
ed. and cau sed to be p rinted, and rec- 
o mmenils the sa in e.—We hav e o fte 
n - 
times heard go o d lawy ers say that 
they p ro fited 
by 
o ften 
reading 
Blacksto ne’s Co mmentaries. 
We be­ 
liev e that we might p ro fit by fre­ 
q u ently reading the ethical ru les to 
which we hav e referred. These ru les 
are u ndo u btedly su stained by inti­ 
matio ns and decisio ns o f the co u rts. 
We think, ho wev er, that in so me in­ 
stances the ru les are to o liberal to 
the lawy er. 
Fo r ex amp le, we read in the bo o ks 
in su bstance, “that if co u nsel is try ­ 
ing a case and that, if it beco mes 
necessary fo r him to testify that ju s­ 
tice may be do ne, he sho u ld imme­ 
diately retire fro m the case”. 
We 
demu r to this ru le. We su ggest that 
inv ariably the lawy er will kno w when 
his serv ices are so u ght that he will 
be an imp o rtant witness. 
If so . he 
sho u ld refu se retainer. 
Ho w mu ch 
credence will a co u rt o r ju ry giv e 
to the testimo ny o f the lawy er who 
remains in the case? 
Ho w mu ch 
mo re credence will they giv e to the 
law'y er who remains in the case u ntil 
he is called as a witness and then re­ 
tires? 
We answer, “No mo re”. If 
we are right, then the lawy er, who 
accep ts retainer and remains in the 
ease u ntil called as a witness, has 
do ne his client, himself and the p u b­ 
lic a wro ng. 
His attitu de has cau sed 
su sp icio n, do u bt, p o ssibly resu lting 
in a miscarriage o f ju stice. 
The Defense o f Tho se Accused o f 
Grime 
The lawy er has the right in mo r­ 
als and u nder the law to defend a 
p erso n charged with crime, it is the 
co ncensu s o f o p inio n o f the civ ilized 
wo rld that ev ery p erso n shall be p re­ 
su med inno cent u ntil his gu ilt is es­ 
tablished by ev idence bey o nd a rea­ 
so nable do u bt. No p erso n has a right 
to p resu me o therwise. 
No p erso n 
can kno w that the accu sed is gu ilty . 
Therefo re the lawy er chnno t kno w 
and has no right to p resu me that the 
accu sed is gu ilty . The p riso ner may 
be insane. 
This can be ascertained 
o nly by inv estigatio n. 
Many 
men 
hav e p leaded 
“gu ilty ” 
in 
o p en 
co u rt to the co mmissio n o f mu rder, 
altho u gh it was afterwards demo n­ 
strated that the p erso n 
mu rdered 
was still aliv e, bu t so me o ne wo u ld 
say that if 
the 
p erso n 
p leaded 
“gu ilty ” in o p en co u rt, the lawy er 
mu st no t defend 
him. 
We 
ask, 
“ Where is the p erso n who , if o n trial 
fo r a crime, will no t seek the assis­ 
tance o f the lawy er?” 


Neg o tia tio ns 
With 
the 
Oppo site 
Pa rty 
The lawy er, who , kno wing 
that 
there is o p p o sing co u nsel in the case, 
p asses by co u nsel and co mmu nicates 
with his client o n the su bject in co n­ 
tro v ersy , is gu ilty o f co ndu ct u nbe­ 
co ming the lawy er. He sho u ld co n­ 
du ct all nego tiatio ns with o p p o sing 
co u nsel. Fu rther the lawy er sho u ld 
av o id ev ery thing that will tend to 
mislead a p arty no t rep resented by 
co u nsel. 
Adv ertising 
The ru les, ado p ted by the great 
Bar Asso ciatio n are ex p licit and co m­ 
p rehensiv e o n this su bject. It wo u ld 
therefo re seem u nnecessary fo r u s 
to o ffer any co mments. We will su g­ 
gest, ho wev er, that it is no t an easy 
matter to carefu lly determine ju st 
where the lawy er may go and ju st 
where he sho u ld sto p in adv ertising. 
The merchant adv ertises his wares 
and there seems to be no o bjectio n 
to his p u ffing the go o ds at least so 
lo ng as he tells the tru th; bu t who 
will enco u rage the lawy er to brag 
abo u t his kno wledge, his ability o r 
his ex p erience. 
Pro fessio nal ethics 
strictly fo rbid the lawy er to p u blish 
m atter calcu lated to co nv ey the idea 
o f su p erio rity . 
Writing letters to the bereav ed 
u nder the gu ise o f sy mp athy u nless 
to a relativ e o r a near 
friend, 
in 
sho rt, writing p erso nal letters fo r 
the p u rp o se o f so liciting bu siness 
l will no t be to lerated by p ro fessio nal 
ethics. 
The best metho d o f adv er­ 
tising is by actu al effo rt to establish 
a rep u tatio n fo r p ro fessio nal cap ac­ 
ity and fidelity to tru st. 
Let u s be 
carefu l that we do no t transgress, 
first, becau se it is transgressio n, Sknd 
seco nd, becau se the recip ient may 
think he o r she is ho no red by su ch 
reco gnitio n and giv e it fu rther p u bli­ 
catio n. 
Fees 
We will no t refrain fro m o ffering 
so me v iews o n the su bject o f fees. 
We hear it said that, “ A lawy er is 
a necessary ev il.” 
No t. so . A lawy er 
is a necessity . Omnip o tence intend­ 
ed man sho u ld ex ist in so ciety . We 
can no t hav e so Vtiety witho u t go v ern­ 
ment. 
We can no t hav e su ccessfu l 
go v ernment witho u t laws, laws to 
p ro tect right and p ro hibit wro ng. 
These laws can no t be ap p lied and 
enfo rced witho u t men skilled in the 
elu cidatio n and ap p licatio n no mo re 
than a thau matu rgu s can p erfo rm 
an o p eratio n fo r carcino ma. 
The 
field then is o p en to any who hav e 
the mo ral, legal and edu catio n q u ali­ 
ficatio ns to enter u p o n the stu dy , 
and finally , the p ractice o f the law, 
a legitimate, necessary emp lo y ment 
and calling o u t o f which 
the ten 
tho u sand lawy ers in the 
State o f 
Illino is generally make a liv ing. 
No w the lawy er is by the law held 
to a high degree o f resp o nsibility , 
lie mu st 
p o ssess 
and 
ex ercise a 
kno wledge eq u al to that at least o f 
the av erage lawy er in the co mmu nity 
and is bo u nd to kno w and to ap p ly 
the established ru les and p rincip les,

insu rmo u ntable difficu lties his 
law­ 
y er will hav e to master. No m a tte r,1 
the lawy er mu st su bdu e the difficu H 
ties if it can be dene. 
His client is 
entitled to this dev o tio n. Pro fessio n­ 
al ethics req u ire it. 
Pro fessio nal 
ethics as well req u ire that the client 
p ay and that the lawy er charge a 
fee that will enable him to liv e and 
^lev o te the time and energy necessary 
to the p erfo rmance o ? the du ty , and 
the lawy er, who do es no t demand 
su ch reaso nable fee, is gu ilty o f u n­ 
p ro fessio nal 
co ndu ct 
no t 
alo ne to 
bro ther lawy ers bu t to himself, his 
family and his client. 
The Oa th 
W here the law req u ires an o ath, 
the law co ntemp lates that the o ath 
shall be administered, and adminis­ 
tered with the so lemnities ap p ro p ri­ 
ate to the p u rp o ses o f an o ath. There 
-sho u ld 'be no o ccasio n fo r do u bt that 
the o ath was in fact taken and ad­ 
ministered. 
Shall then the lawy er, 


who is also an o fficer au tho rized to 
administer o aths, 
administer 
the 
same in p ro ceedings which he is co n­ 
du cting as an atto rney ; p o ssibly the 
atto rney , to p ro tect his client's co n­ 
science, has added the ju rat witho u t 
the o ther req u irements. 
We think 
p ro fessio nal ethics su ggest that the 
fu nctio n be p erfo rmed by a disinter­ 
ested p arty , that su ch co u rse will 
leav e a better imp ressio n o n his cli­ 
ent and p ro tect himself fro m p o ssi­ 
ble criticism. 
Representing 
Co nflicting 
Interests 
There is an imp lied o bligatio n in 
ev ery emp lo y ment that the emp lo y ee 
shall be faithfu l to his emp lo y er and 
will do no thing that may militate 
against his interests; this du ty is 
no t elsewhere so sharp ly accentu ated 
as in the relatio n o f atto rney and 
client. The lawy er sho u ld no t serv e 
clients who se interests are o r may 
be antago nistic. We insist that p ro ­ 
fessio nal ethics and the dictates o f 
co nscience 
fo rbid that 
the lawy er 
u nder any circu mstances may rep re­ 
sent p erso ns who se interests are co n­ 
flicting. 
We defend the p ro p o sitio n 
that the lawy er sho u ld no t rep resent 
co nflicting interests ev en with the 
co nsent o f the p arties. 
Fu rther, we adv ise that if the law­ 


y er has co nsented and listened to 
the rep resentatio ns o f a litigant and 
thereby acq u ired kno wledge o f the 
facts, he sho u ld refu se retainer if 
p ro ffered o n the o ther side. 
If the 
p arty cho o ses to state his case to y o u , 
1 co nsider 
y o u rself 
emp lo y ed 
and 
! charge him fo r the time dev o ted. If 
y o u do no t, it is y o u r o wn fau lt, bu t 
keep alo o f fro m 
the 
o ther 
side. 
There is no t mu ch danger that the 
; lawy er will intentio nally transgress 
j the ru le that no p erso n can , serv e 
! two masters- ¿it the same time. The 
danger lies in the fact that he may , 
I thro u gh negligence, 
o v ersight 
o r 
p o o r ju dgment, fail to keep sp o tless. 
Let ns, like the v alient so ldier, be 
ev er o n o u r gu ard. 
In co nclu sio n, 
we su ggest 
that 
there are many o ther p hases o f p ro ­ 
fessio nal ethics that might be p re­ 
sented, bu t we fu rther su ggest that 
it will be fu r 
mo re 
p ro fitable to 
ado p t as a lesso n the reading o f the 
ru les as ado p ted by the great 
Bar 
Asso cia tio n. 
Gentlemen: 
With so lemn hearts 
we hav e listened to day to the read­ 
ing o f the names o f the lawy ers who 
hav e dep arted this life since o u r t>e- 
lo v ed Ju dge R. S. Farrand entered 
. u p o n the p ractice o f law. 
We hav e 


listened to day to the eu lo gies u p o n 
the liv es and character o f two bro th­ 
ers who hav e no t lo ng since been 
called fro m this terrestrial 
ho me.

YANKEES SILENCE FOE 


Germans 
Fail 
in Attempt 
Crush U. S. Troops. 


Awbric!’ *' Guns Punish Kaiser's Bat- f 
teries With Heavy Fire and In­ 
flict Heavy Damage. 


With the American Army in France, 
Feb. 
25.—In 
the 
American 
sector 
northwest of Toul the Germans tried 
the tactics of concentrating artillery 
tire on one of tiie American positions, 
apparently with the purpose of obliter­ 
ating it. 
The 
American 
guns 
immediately 
punished the German batteries with 
a doubly heavy retaliatory fire and 
then swept the enemy lines with a 
vicious barrage, undoubtedly inflict­ 
ing considerable damage. 
The (ioFfmni guns promptly ceased 
fire. 
Whether they were silenced or 
stopped fire for other reasons is un­ 
known, but since thflt time hardly a 
shot has baen fired from that point. 
A German patrol was found once 
more within the American wire. 
It 
was driven back by machine gun and 
rifle fire. 
American patrols worked 
freely, without Interference. 
Paris, Feb. 25.—The following offi­ 
cial report was given out here: 
“Rather heavy artillery fighting oc­ 
curred during the night in the regions 
of Vauxalllon and Chavignon, in the 
sector of Butte du Mesnil and on the 
left bank of the Meuse. 
A German 
raid against small French posts south 
of Corbeny was without success. 
“In upper Alsace a French detach­ 
ment boldly penetrated the bridge at 
Aspach and the region northwest of 
Aspach le Bas, where it destroyed 
German defense works and set fire to 
a number of shelters. 
A captive bal­ 
loon was brought down by French ar­ 
tillery. The French troops returned to 
their trenches ufter inflicting losses on 
the enemy, bringing back 15 prisoners 
and a machine gun.”

T H E R E have always been two view's as to where the allied powers should 


■ 
exert their principal pressure on Germany. 
The “ westerners" have be­ 


lieved that the war can be ended only on the western front, and that every 


possible man should be concentrated to drive the enemy out of France 


and Belgium. 
The “easterners" felt that Germany’s real ambition lies In 


extending her empire to the southeast, through Constantinople, and that 


the war will end only w’hen she Is thoroughly checked there. 


News that our allies and Greece will have by early spring 1,200,000 


men concentrated at Saloniki renews hope that this great army so long 


almost idle may do something worth while. 
It is of course difficult to 


supply this army owing to its remoteness and the infestation of the Medi­ 
terranean by submarines. 


Yet a hard blow struck there should be effective. 
The ease with which 


Turkey g.-ve up Jerusalem shows that her army is but an empty shell. 


Neither the Austrians nor the Germans can spare any large reinforcements. 


Military experts declare that an active and well supplied army advancing 


at the same time the English and French start an offensive this spring, 


should create a very important diversion at Germany’s back door. 


Germany’s ambition is to gain permanent control of the millions of 


Turkey and Bulgaria, and organize and drill their servile armies to fight 


the next war, for which she is now cooly planning. 
If the path to Con­ 


stantinople could be cut, this would block her principal ambition, and 


remove a danger that might otherwise permanently threaten the world.

CAPT. H E N K E S IS 
PUNISH ED 


Army Officer Dismissed a nd Sentenced 
to 25 Yea rs a t Ha rd La bo r. 
New York, Feb. 25.—Capt. David A, 
Henkes, Six teenth infantry , 
U. S. A., 
Inis been sentenced to dismissal from 
the service'and confinement at hard 
labor for 25 y ears by a general court- 
martial held at Governor’s Island. 
Henkes, who Is of German descent, 
endeavored to resign his commission, 
say ing he did not care to fight against 
relatives and friends. 
Captain Henkes, who was stationed 
at San Antonio, Tex ., last May wrote to 
the secretary of war, urging him to 
accept the resignation which he had 
already submitted. 
Captain Henkes, soon after he had 
submitted his resignation, was ordered 
to France with the American ex pedi­ 
tionary forces, and from his quarters 
there on June 29, 
19 17 , and again on 
October 10, wrote to the adjutant gen­ 
eral In Washington calling attention to 
the fact that be had resigned. 
Final­ 
ly he was ordered to this country and 
summoned before a general eourt-mnr- 
tial at Governor’s Island, where he 
was formally charged with violation of 
the ninety -fifth article of war. Henkes 
will be imprisoned at Fort Leaven­ 
worth, Kan. 
Washington, Feb. 25.—Evidence that 
he was in touch with German agents, 
contributing to Von Bennstorff’s prop­ 
aganda funds and working for peace 
at any price before America went to 
w ar was largely responsible for the 
heavy punishment imposed on Capt. 
David A. Henkes. 
This evidence was 
discovered after Henkes was brought 
hack from France for trial because of 
his insistent demands that he be al­ 
lowed to resign.

“All regions west of the line indi­ 
cated at Brest Litovsk to the Russian 
delegation, w hich formerly belonged to 
Russia, to be no longer under the ter­ 
ritorial protection of Russia. 
In the 
region of Dvinsk this line must he ad­ 
vanced to the eastern frontier of Cour- 
la n d . 
"The former attachment of these 
regions to the Russian state tnust In 
no case involve for them obligations 
toward Russia. 
Russia renounces ev­ 
ery claim to Intervene In the Internal 
affairs of these regions. 
“Germany 
and 
Austrin-nungnry 
have the Intention to define further 
the fate of these regions in agreement 
with their populations. 
"Germany is ready , after the com­ 
pletion of Russian demolizntion, to 
evacuate the regions which are east of 
the above line. So far as is not stated 
otherwise, Livonia and Esthonia must 
immediately be cleared of Russian 
troops and Red guards. 
“Livonia and Estbonla will be occu­ 
pied by German police nntll the date 
when the constitution of the respective 
countries shall guarantee their social 
security and political order. 
All In­ 
habitants who were nrrested for polit­ 
ical reasons must be released Immedi­ 
ately . 
“Russia will conclude peace with the 
Ukrainian people's republic. 
Ukraine 
and Finland will be Immediately evac­ 
uated by Russian 
troops 
and 
Red 
guards. 
“Russian will do all in Its power to 
secure for Russia the orderly return 
of Its Anatolian frontiers. Russia rec­ 
ognizes the annulatlon of the Turkish 
capitulation. 
“The complete demobilization of the 
Russian army , inclusive of the detach­ 
ments newly formed by the present 
government, must he carried out im- 
medintely . 
“Russian warships In the Black sea. 
the Baltic sen, and the Arctic ocean 
must immediaely either be sent to Rus­ 
sian harbors and kept there until the 
conclusion of peace or be disarmed. 
Warships of the entente which are In 
the sphere of Russian authority must 
he regarded as Russian ships. 
“Merchant navigation of the Black 
sen and Baltic sea must he renewed, 
as stated in the armistice treaty . The 
clearing away of mines Is to begin Im­ 
mediately . The blockade of the Arc­ 
tic ocean Is to remain in force until 
the conclusion of a general peace. 
“Tiie 
Russo-German 
commercial 
treaty of 19 14 must be enforced again. 
In addition, there must be a guarantee 
for the free ex port without tariff, of 
ores and 
the Immediate commence­ 
ment of negotiations for the conclu­ 
sion of a new commercial treaty , with 
a guarantee of the most favored na­ 
tion treatment, at least until 19 25, 
ev.a In the case of the termination of 
the provisorium, and, finally , the sanc­ 
tion of all clauses corresponding to 
paragraph 11, of clauses 3, 4 and 15 
of the Ukrainian peace treaty . 
"Legal and political relations are to 
he regulated in accordance with the 
decision of the first version of the Ger- 
mnno-Russian convention. 
So far as 
action on that decision has not y et 
been taken, especially with respect to 
indemnities for civil 
damages, this 
must be in accordance with the Ger 
man proposal. 
And there must be in­ 
demnification with ex penses for war 
prisoners, in accordance wlfb the Rus­ 
sian proposal. 
“Russia will permit and support so 
far as she can German commissions for 
war prisoners, civil prisoners and war 
refugees. 
“Russia promises to put an end to 
every propaganda and agitation, either 
on the part of the government or on 
the part of persons supported by the 
government, against members of the 
quadruple alliance and their political 
and military Institutions, even in lo­ 
calities occupied by the central pow­ 
ers. 
“The above conditions must he ac­ 
cepted within 48 hours. 
The Russian 
plenipotentiaries must start immedi­ 
ately for Brest-I.Itovsk and sign at 
that place within three day s a pence 
treaty , which must* be ratified within 
two weeks." 
The foregoing, adds the Russian of­ 
ficial statement, is dated Berlin, Feb­ 
ruary 21, and Is signed by Von Kuehl- 
mann (the German foreign secretary ) 
and Lieut. Gen. (name omitted), com­ 
mander in chief of the army .

/G oing over the grass b etween the 
last apple trees and the b rook again 
an d again with the mower, I finally 
reduced that section to som ething like 
n law n, and also kept mowed a straight 
path from the pool up to the front 
door. 
Then, heginuing jus t b eyond the 
last shadow s, w e cut a b ed, thirty 
inches wide, on each side of the line 
of the path, run ning parallel with it 
to within ten feet of the pool; then 
they sw ung to left and right, following 
the 
curve of 
the 
hank 
until 
they 
flunked the pool. By plan tin g low flow­ 
ers at the b eginning, and gradually in­ 
creasing their height till we had lark­ 
spur and hollyhocks and mallow in 
the flanking b eds, we could b oth m ake 
the transition from orchard to w ater 
feature, and also screen off the pool, 
increasing its Intimacy, without, how ­ 
ever, hiding it from the front door, 
w here It w as glimpsed dow n a path 
of trees and flowers. 
O f course we 
had no flowers now in mid-July to put 
Into those b eds, save w ha t few we 
could dig up from elsewhere, setting 
poor little a n n ual phloxes 
two feet 
apa rt; b ut w e could, and did. use them 
for seedb eds f^r next ye a r’s perennials, 
an d to the eye of faith they w ere 
b eautiful. 
Now we w e re confronted b y the 
prob lem of the other side of the pool, 
which included the prob lem of how to 
get to the other side!

evenly the b ig pile of soil we had ex­ 
cavated from the pool, to reduce it aJL[ 
to a clean, level condition for sow ing 
grass, was more than I had b argained 
for. 
Stella gave up helping, for it was 
b eyond her strength; b ut I kept on. 
through the long, hot July afternoons, 
and at last had it ready. 
T he time 
of year w as an ything b ut propitious 
for sowing grass seed, b ut w e planted 
It, none the less, trustin g that in such 
a low, m oist spot it might m ake a 
catch.

In addition to the guards on the 
White House gates, an inspection of 
the gate police stations will disclose a 
telephone box at each one. 
Ev ery po­ 
liceman in the grounds has a telephone 
at his elbow and he can call for help 
or notify the White House guardroom 
of any emergency. When night comes 
on a new force of policemen goes on 
duty Inside the gates and a detach­ 
ment of United States regulars are 
thrown completely about the White 
House, where they, stand guard until 
morning. 
Washingtonians occasionally gratify 
their sense of curiosity by walking up 
close to these soldier guards, just to 
see how the soldiers will behav e. The 
men in uniform patrol their beats i 
with fixed bayonets and loaded rifles 
and as a pedestrian approaches each 
guard always manages either to stop 
and face the pedestrian or to be walk­ 
ing toward him. 
The whole city was laughing not 
long ago at the story of a White 
House attache who tried to use the 
east gate of the White House one 
night after the military guard went 
on duty. 
The soldier who was sta­ 
tioned in front of the east gate had 
orders to let nobody enter and he be­ 
liev ed in carrying out his orders. Yhe 
civ ilian who applied for admittance 
was firmly told to keep on walking. 
He protested that he was attached to 
the White House and had been in the 
habit of using the cast gate. 
“You heard what I said,” warned 
the guard. 
“Yes, I heard you,” replied the man, 
“but I ’m going in this gate.” 
Changed His Mind. 
The next tiling the civ ilian knew 
was a sharp pain in the hack of his 
thigh, where the sentry had inserted 
the point of his bayonet and was 
pushing the pedes* ¡an rapidly toward 
the curb. 
The man in khaki calmly 
waited the attache’s next mov e. That 
gentleman decided he had better use 
the west gate, ami made haste to do 
so. 
Of course, these precautions are all 
that Washington can see on the sur­ 
face. 
It knows nothing of the intri­ 
cate inner system of White House de­ 
fense, organized on an electric basis 
and backed by the entire police force 
of the cily. 
Ta ■ rmtv ro cf this real 
defense system is a mystery and no 
good American w. aid write about it 
if he knew. 
( ’ranks are no longer much trouble 
about the White House, thanks to the 
rigid guard system there, but they 
do v astly trouble other gov ernment 
offices about town. 
Most of them are 
men of unsound mind who hav e been 
worked into a high pitch of excite­ 
ment by America’s participation in 
the war, and they all hav e the idea 
that they must tell their troubles to 
the gov ernment. 
The police in Washington “strain 
out" a large number of the worst 
types of cranks by placing a “nut 
squad” ut the railway entrance to 
the city, and hpi 
u corps of men is 
constantly on duty, watching for the 
gentleman who must get his story off 
his chest. Usually the policemen man­ 
age to get the story and the Washing­ 
ton Asylum hospital gets the v isitor.
